More compulsory education may hurt slum youth

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — The extension of the 
Compulsory Education Law may 
hurt rather than help many of the 
“street corner” youth in the coun- 
try’s slums, the Seceretary of the 
Vocational Division section of Ha- 
noar Haoved, Yosef Rika, warned 
yesterday. 

He was speaking at a press con- 
ference marking the fifth anniver- 
sary of Hanoar Haoved's work 
froup scheme to rescue teenagers 
on the verge of delinquency. The 
youngsters are organized into small 
groups, taught trades and work 
habits and given jobs. 

As Mr. Rika sees it, many such 
children neither want to stay in 
School, nor have the qualifications 
to do so. The problems of scholastic 
failure and lack of motivation will 
not be solved by forcing such youths 
to attend classes for another year. 
They would much rather leam a 
trade at the age of fourteen. The 
apprenticeship plun whereby the 


youngster spends five days a week 
learning a trade In the factory and 
one day a week in school fs ideal, 
since it allows the youth to make 


some money and provides a ltHe 
education as well, he said. “Any- 
thing else will not only fail but will 
do damage.” 


He explained that problem teen- 
agers often fail to comply with the 
compulsory education regulations 
anyway. Others ask special permis- 
sion from the Ministry of Education 
to be allowed to go to work rather 
than stay in the classroom. “The 
Ministry is reluctant to give such 
Permission and takes a long time in 
studying each case. By that time the 
school year may be almost over 
anyway and the law no longer ap- 
plies to the child He has gotten 
used to idleness and will no louger 
adjust to elther a job or school 
framework. Most of his time was 
spent in aimless loltering exposing 
him to underworld influences,” Mr. 
Rika maintained. 


Boys who are forced to stay in 
school until the age of 15 often 
calculate that it is too late to start 
the apprenticeship programmes, 
Mr. Rika said. Many decide to make 
more money doing unskilled jobs 
until induction into the army. They 
come to the army without professions 
and end up frustrated people. “This

BAIBA. — Israel has the second 
highest rate of electrocution deaths 
in the world, and holds the record 
for fatal electrocution accidents 
that take place in the home, the 
public was warned yesterday. Since 
1970 an average of 22 lives have 
been lost out of over a hundred 
electrocution accidents every year, 
and the number is with the 
gpread of electric household ap- 


pliances.

The lower level of industrialization 
here and legs awareness of the dan- 
gers of electricity, account for the 
difference, he said. 

Israel is also electrocution-prone 
because of certain local conditions: 
the hot and, in some areas, molst 
‘cHmate, highly conductive buildin; 
materials, the fairly rapid apread 
of electrical appliances among a 
population lacking long experience 
with electricity in the home. 

Newamen cited ancther reason for 
the frequency of electrocution acci- 
dents: the lack of manpower at the 
Development Ministry charged with 
enforcing electricity regulations.

— J. Paul Getty OT 
has remained out of sight nearly two 
months after his mysterious dis- 
appearance. His relatives have cut 
short negotiations with self-proclaim- 
ed abductors of the grandson of 
America’s oil billionaire. 

“¥f those people call up again, I 
must tell them I've πὸ money for 
ransom, and they should zive Paul 
back free," said Giovanni Jacovoni, 
the lawyer hired by Mrs. Getty to 
handle talks with the presumed kid- 
nappers. 

The 17-year-old Paul vanished into 
a hot Rome night on July 19. Since 
then, he has written three letters 
claiming he had been kidnapped 
and setting the ransom price at 
$17m. In one of several telephone 
ealls to Jacovoni, an anonymous 
person threatened to send the fs- 
mily one of Paul's fingers as evi- 
dence that it was a real abduction. 

If it is a real one, it is a very 
unusual one. The victim's relatives 
have set their terms for a ransom 
and a deadiine, and look piqued 
for the lack of communication with 
the abductors.

BOMBAY (UPI). — The death rate 
has gone up in hospitals in Bombay 
85 a result of a doctors’ strike, now 
in its 19th day, hospital officials 
said yesterday. A government hospi- 
tal official sald “the death rate 
among newborn children and pre- 
matures in incubators has certainly 
gone up because there's no one to 
attend to.them.” He gave no figures. 


Kurds charge Baghdad 


prepares 


‘WASHINGTON (AP). Repre- 
sentatives of Iraq's Kurdish minor- 
ity charged on Monday that the 
Baghdad Government had obtained 
poison gas from the USSR in pre- 
paration for a “final solution” — 
an extermination attempt against 
the Kurds. 


Sources said the Baath regime in 
Baghdad had obtained 50,000 gas 
masks from the USSR for Iraqi 
soldiers. The Soviets also have sent 
eight poison gas experts to train 
Baghdad's soldiers, said the sources. 

Tn 1970, Baghdad promised the 
Kurds a semi-autonomous region to 
be established by March 1974. Kurd- 
ish representatives now say Iraq is 
reneging on that agreement and has 
started military attacks on Kurdish 
outposts. o 


The latest such attacks, Kurdish 
officials here say, took place in πιά- 
August in the Sinjar region of Iraq.

The sources claim Iraq used ar- 
tillery and Mig aircraft in the fight- 
ing. They said they had hoped the 
repulse of the Iraqi attack would 
have ended the Baghdad Govern- 
ment's attempt to violate the 1970 
agreement. 

However, they now say the supply 
of gas from tthe USSR indicates 
Baghdad is attempting a “firral solu- 
tion" similar to Hitler's extermina- 
tion of Jews. 


According to Kurdish spokesmen, 
the gas is stored at the Taji army 
camp west of Baghdad and at the 
headquarters of the 2nd Iraqi di- 
vision at Kirkuk and the 4th di- 
vision headquarters at Mosul. 


The spokesman said only world 
opinion could head off the use of 
poison gas against the Kurds and 
called upon the public to urge the 
Soviets to withdraw their gas and 
their advisers. 


Bonn Minister 
to face probe 
on bribes 


BONN (Reuter). — A parliamen- 
tary commission probing West Ger- 
many’s “votes-for-sale scandal" yes- 
terday decided to summon Science 
Minister Horst Ehmke, one of Chan- 
cellor Willy Brandt's close aides. 
He is the first minister to be called 
before the inquiry. 

Commission chairman Freidrich 
Schaefer told a press conference 
here yesterday that Ehmke, former 
head of Brandt's Chancellory, would 
be questioned today about a news- 
paper report alleging he drew 
50,000 marks (about 182,000) from 
secret Government funds the day 
that Deputy Julius Steiner claims 
he was bribed by the same amount. 

Steiner will confront today the 
man he alleged paid him the bribe, 
Karl Winand, Brandt's chief party 
whip, who has denied the allegation.

Des the victim reelly invite his attacker 
and perhaps need rehabilitation as much, 
or more, than the criminal? Or on the other 
hand, is the victim really unprotected under 
present criminal law? 

As exploding crime statistics keep remind- 
ing us of the growth of worldwide criminality 
and social turmoil and police chiefs, prison 
directors and other penalogists seek tools to 
apprehend and reform criminals, an interna- 
tional group of scholars has been in 
Jeruselem to answer these questions and find 
totally new approaches to crime and justice. 
They are attempting to define and explore the- 
contributions of victimology, a new concept 
first coined as a word in 1947 by the Ruma-

COOKING YOUR DUCK 


Duck with Sauerkrant 


2 kilos duck, 150 grams sHced sau- 
sage of any kind, 1 large chopped 
onion, 2 apples, 2 tbsps. brown su- 
gar, salt and pepper and a whiff of 
either thyme or fennel or coriander 
or caraway seed, 1 tin of sauer- 
kraut. 


Dice the sausage and beat in a 
frying pan. Add the chopped onion 
and fry until it is golden. add the 
peeled. cored and diced apples and 
toss in with the onion and sausage. 
Add the brown sugar, salt, pepper 
end any herbs you wish. Drain the 
sauerkraut and toss with apples and 
onion mixture. Wash the duck inside 
and out and rub the cavity with 
salt and pepper. Mix all the sauer- 
kraut with everything and tie up. 
Roast in a moderate oven for about 
2 hours.

Standard Oil Co. boycott in 
Los Angeles ‘surprisingly effective’ 


By TOM TUGEND 
spent to The Jerusalem Post 
LOS ANGELES. A doycott 
egainst the Standard Oil Company 
of California has proved surpris-

stations In the heavily Jewish sec- 
thons of this city reporting drops 
of between 40 and 60 per cent in 
petrol sales.

August 1 by Jewish organizations 
after Standard Oil ‘had sent letters

A spokesman for the company 
acknowledged that more ‘than 4,000

have been recelved at the com- 
pany’s headquarters in Los Angeles 
and San Francisco — as well as 
1,000 detters supporting the com- 
pany position. 

According to a survey by the 
“Los Angeles Times,” Standard and 
affiliated Chevron service stations in 
the old Jewish section around Fair- 
fax Avenue have suffered the heavi- 
est business losses, with one owner 
chalking up a 60 per cent drop in 
gasoline sales. Smaller but still sub- 
stantial losses were reported in 
West Los Angeles and ‘the San 
Fernando Valley, both with consi- 
derable middle and upper class 
Jewish populations.

THE Seventh Rehovot Con- 
ference, devoted to econo- 
mic growth in developing coun- 
δι its relation to ma- 
terial and human resources, 
opens tonight. Evidence of the 
importance attached to the Re- 
hovot meeting is shown by 
the fact that 140 delegates, 
including 17 Cabinet Ministers 
and many of the world’s 
most eminent economists, have 
come to Israel for the Con- 
ference, despite the fact that 
the Conference of non-Aligned 
Countries is taking place at 
the same time. Some countries 
in Africa, which have broken 
off relations with Israel, are 
not participating this time in 
Rehovot, but the overall at- 
tendance has not dropped, be- 
cause of the increased number 
of Latin American delegates. 

These Rehovot Conferences 
are unique in that they bring 
together people who normally 
work along parallel lines, the 
politicians and administrators 
on the one hand, and the 
scientific experts on the other. 
All too often the latter draw 
brilliant deductions in the se- 
clusion of their laboratories in 
the great universities and insti-
